The British have three armies sitting athwart that direction. 
The Eighth, or what is left of it, is drawn up along the Egyptian 
border. The Ninth is in Syria, the Tenth in Iran, The British | 
themselves call the Ninth a “skeleton army” and the Tenth a 
“blueprint army.” Thus it is difficult to expect them to put 
up effective resistance to a major Axis push eastward. The battle 
of the Devils Cauldron and the mess in front of Tobruk should 

have shattered all illusions. 

Here we see a powerful tentacle of the “octupus” reaching out 
for Mossul. There are no adequate forces to smash this tentacle. 
Sending troops and equipment NOW around Africa and Aus- 
tralia to reinforce Suez simply means inviting their destruction 
piecemeal. They would arrive too late (and too little) anyway. 

Therefore, it is clear that the only correct strategic decision is 
to battle the tentacle as best one can with local means and to 
concentrate all available forces on the opening of a second front, 
that is, to strike at the heart of the octopus. If the latter is 
mortally wounded, the long tentacle will be paralyzing. In any 
case it will not be able to pump oil into the dying heart of the body. 

Those who claim that the Tobruk disaster will indefinitely” 
postpone the opening of a second front have either no vision them- 
selves, or do not believe in the vision of the United Nations leaders 
and simply record what they THINK will now happen. 

We submit that the Mediterranean situation is such that only 
a grand slam in Western Europe can save the day. 

Three days ago we wrote that the British were faced with the 
difficult problem of breaking off the battle of Rezegh and out- 
running Rommel to the Capuzzo-Solum and Tobruk defenses, 
This they obviously were unable to do and the German tanks 
crashed into Tobruk on their heels, before mines were laid and 
the defenses manned. 

The part of the Eighth Army which withdrew toward the 
Egyptian border failed to counter-attack (or did not have the 
strength to do it). As a result the Germans captured some 25,000 
British troops in Tobruk and most of the valuable equipment which 
had just been brought in there with such tremendous difficulties 
last week. Today Rommel is considerably stronger than he was 
last week, and the British are considerably weaker. The plan is 
obvious: strike Rommel not at Merzeh-Matruh or Sidi Barrani, 
but on the approaches to Paris, Aachen and Cologne, on the beaches 
of Dunkirk, Boulogne and Calais. 
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Tobruk's nothern counterpart—Sevastopol—still holds, al- 


though the situation there is admittedly extremely serious. The most velt 
amazing part of it is that it still holds. General von Mannstein 2 


is in an eminently advantageous position: he has unlimited reserves 
and a limited objective. 

However, the Crimean situation is incomparably better than the 
Egyptian situation, because even the fall of Sevastopol would not 
ypen the front to the Germans. Behind the Fortress stand the 
armies of Marshal Timoshenko and General Kozlov. These are 
not skeleton and blueprint armies, as the past year has shown. 

These words are not in the least a reflection of the British 
soldiers who are as good as any, but on the circumscribed strategic 
thinking of certain military circles. The course of the whole war 
on all fronts except the Eastern can be characterized by the phrase: 
“attempts at doing things with inadequate means.” Concentrating 
now on reinforcing the Middle East at the expense or instead of 
opening a Second Front in Europe would be a deadly strate 
mistake.

Tobruk and 
The Alarmists 


Does the fall of Tobruk funda- 
mentally alter the military situation 
or in any way change the form of 
the major strategic move which now 
has to be made? 

Undoubtedly, the capture of 
Tobruk provides the Axis with an- 
other important seaport for the 
Mediterranean battle and a supply 
base for a possible drive into Egypt 
towards Suez. Its fall may be in- 
dicative, as some have pointed out, 
of the concentration of a much 
greater force than was anticipated 
under Rommel for the Southern 
pincer of a drive upon the Middle 
East. 

But the fall of Tobruk, in itself, 
is not a major calamity comparable 
in its significance and possible con- 
sequences to the fall of Singapore. 

At no time, during the dramatic 
and constantly shifting campaign on 
the desert and during the eight- 
month siege of Tobruk, was Lybia 
a decisive theatre of the war, even 
within the Mediterranean theatre. 
It can play an important supple- 
mentary role in the greater battle for 
the Middle East, only if Hitler is 
able to bring a major concentration 
of forces to bear upon a number 
of key points simultaneously. And 
here he will meet a formidable foe, 
whether in Egypt or elsewhere in 
the Middle East. During the months 
since the fall of Singapore it seems 
certain that both Britain and the 
United States have been. sending 
additional forces and large quanti- 
ties of material into this area.

Among these, the question 
naturally arises as to the role which 
Vichy and Franco have been play- 
ing in helping Rommel. u is not 
unlikely that our oil, delivered with 
the official consent of the State De- 
partment to Spanish North Africa, 
fueled Nazi tanks on their way to 
the Egyptian border, and that Span- 
ish and French ships participated 
in supplying the Nazi army. 

It can be presumed that Serrano 
Suner’s trip to Vichy and Rome 
was concerned with facilitating 
Spain’s more effective participation 
in the battle of the Mediterranean. 
This is much more serious than the 
fall of Tobruk, and something can 
be done about it, right here and 
right now—as a starter, severing 


relations with Vichy and Madrid 
and treating them as enemy powers. 


. 

It is true that the fall of Tobruk 
may affect the situation in Turkey 
adversely, but here again only if 
the Axis is able to follow through 
with great force. The main 
obstacle to such major action—and 
it can be successful only if it is 
undertaken on a tremendous scale 
—is the Soviet Front. As President 
Kalinin pointed out in his address 
on June 22, the Nazis no longer 
have the strength to launch an of- 
fensive all along the Eastern Front, 
and at most can undertake offensive 
operations only on some sectors of 
the front, and only on a limited 
scale and at great costs to them- 
selves. This is shown at Sevastopol, 
where Hitler has already sacrificed 
100,000 men in an important, but 
secondary operation. 

In view of the great strength 
shown by the Soviet armies the 
danger is not so much that Hitler 
will be able to break through the

Caucasus into the oil regions of the 
Middle East, but that he may be 
able to reach Suez and oil by break- 
ing through on the Mediterranean. 
This he will have to attempt with 
much more than he has at present 
in Lybia, and through other means 
as well. 

If he attempts such major opera 
tions, it would be a desperate move 
indeed.

The fall of Tobruk has been siezed 
upon mainly. by defeatist and 
alarmist. elements to attempt to 
force Churchill and Roosevelt to 
reverse the decision already taken 
with regard to opening a second 
front in Europe. They are beating 
a skinless drum. Besides the fact 
that nothing immediately can be 
done to rush major reinforcements 
to the Middle East, even if the sit- 
uation is as serious as they paint it, 
the most effective way of prevent- 
ing the unfolding of a major Axis 
Offensive in that area is by striking 
in Europe. 

It is not a choice between hold- 
ing Egypt and opening a new front 
in Europe. Egypt can and must be 
held with the forces already there, 
making Hitler pay as dearly as pos- 
Sible for any advance (as at Sevas- 
topol, for example), while making 
the major effort in Europe. The 
crisis is here, and has been for 
some time, but it did not arise with 
nor will it be 
solved by retaking Tobruk. 

We will enter upon the highway 
of victory, already illuminated by 
the Anglo-Soviet-American accords, 
by putting these agreements into 
life. That's what Roosevelt and 
Churchil are concerned with. 
That's what labor and the people 
are striving for.

The Soviets in the Olympics 

Another leading American sports writer, Stanley 
Frank of the New York Evening Post, took note of the 
new situation irPhis column of last Friday when he pointed 
out that the athletes of the Soviet Union would surely be 
admitted to the Olympics after the war. Frank pointed 
out that there had been a demand for Soviet participa- 
tion in the pre-war days, and that the natural course of 
events would bring about a true world Olympics, instead 
of one which in many ways reflected the ascendancy of 
the pro-fascist and appeaser ideas, 4s in Berlin in 1936. 

At that event, it was the United States which 
breathed the democratic spirit into the Olympics, despite 
the fact that certain Americans on the Olympic com- 
mittee definitely belonged to the appeaser camp. It was 
the American Negro participants who broke down 
Hitler’s racist“ theories by their victories in many 
events. But the Berlin affair served the Nazis well; it 

helped them disseminate propaganda that fascism was 
hereficial to the German people, and allowed Hitler to 
pose as a friend of peacetime sports.

Twelve of the athletes 
were sent off to the “chain 
gang” which was building 
the fortifications.
